they have no knowledge of. 


Europeans Draw Crowds 


I think it has been pretty obvious to 
everyone interested in motorcycling that 
a great many motorcycle enthusiasts and 
spectators are interested in seeing the 
Europeans compete against our local 
riders, This is borne out by the factthat 
at the recent Hopetown event the number 
of spectators was certainly nowhere near 
what the Dirt Diggers expected nor what 
was obtained last year when the Euro- 
peans participated, 

In contrast, at the recent event heldat 
Saddleback featuring just two European 
riders, there was the largest number of 
spectators to ever attend a Saddleback 
event, We understand this figure was 
somewhere near 5000 paid spectators, So 
at least we can assume at present that 
the Europeans riding in this country are 
of interest to the motorcycling specta- 
tors. We, too, are sorry that an agree- 
ment could not have been made between 
the promoters and the Dirt Diggers.

What's this rumor that we pick up in 
the speedway pit area at Ascot Park 
about the possibility of running speedway 
bikes again next year when the season 
opens, perhaps on.a night other than 
Friday? Could it be that there is some 
interest in speedway shown by the spec- 
tators and the possibility that the course 
was not correct for speedway bikes? 
Also, what is this we hear about another 
speedway being constructed over in the 
northeast section of town for the 1969 
season — Irwindale area? 

We hear from good authority thatsome 
of the top old-time speedway racers are 
involved in this one, which means it 
should be built right and have the right 
promotional work done to make it a 
success. 


8-Mile 
Entries Pour In

Gary Nixon, Fred Nix, Cal Rayborn 
and Bart Markel are all incontentionfor 
the title and will compete in the nine 
event card that night, 


Nix Does It at Ascot Too! 


GARDENA, Cal., Sept. 20 — AMA 
half-mile racing returned to Ascot 
Park with the biggest bang in 
years. The lineup looked like 
“National Night,” and the only 
rider missing was Bart Markel. 
The retum to weekly Friday night 
racing also made history as Fred 
Nix became the third rider since 
1957 from out of state to win the 
15-lap Main Event. 





Hot and Heavy Main 


The feature was a National in anybody's 
book with Lacher being pressured. out of 
the lead at the end of the first five laps, 
Nix took over with Haaby in hot pursuit, 
End for end and lap after lap the two 
Harley team riders banged it out, 

Then with only five laps to go Gene 
Romero and his Triumph came from right 
out of nowhere and made ita three-rider 
duel to the finish, Haaby pulled even with 
Nix with a half a lap to gobut lost out by 
two feet at the finish, Romero was one 
length behind!! 


On hand to offer congratulations to Harley-Davidson mounted Ascot Park point leader Mel Lach- 
er on his victory in the hotly-contested 3-lap Trophy Dash were a group of San Gabriel Valley 
newsboys. Lacher had to be content with a fifth in the Main Event after losing an early lead. 


The new Nix was a far cry from the 
rider who has tried for three years on 
occasion just to.get into the Main Event. 
The Oklahoma rider won his heat, just 
missed winning the Trophy Dash and 
then held off Dan Haaby to win the feature! 

Both the Expert and Amateur finals 
provided the closest racing this year for 
any type of two-wheel competition. The 
program was billed as a warmup for the 
coming 8-Mile National on the 12th of 
October — it just might have topped what 
will take place on that night. 

Haaby opened his return by taking the 
fastest heat race of the night. Point lead- 
er Mel Lacher also won his heat, Nix 
scored his first upset by coming from 
the back row to defeat Paul Conserriere, 
DeWayne Keeter, Ralph White, Cal Ray- 
born and Gary Nixon. Nixon and White 
did not run fast enough to transfer to the 
semi and were out of the running. The 
only non-Harley heat race win was taken 
by Triumph-mounted Bruce Holland, 

The Dash, a Mel Lacher specialty, had 
Lacher leading all the way with Nix 
nipping the rear tire all three laps, 


Nix now joins Markel and Nixon as the 
only riders from outside California to win 
an Ascot final, He also joins the growing 
ranks of pre-race favorites to win the 
National on the 12th, 

It was the same story in the Amateur 
final only in reverse. Point leader Tom 
Rockwood again blew his engine and was 
out of the final, Don Harms had a clear 
shot at the point lead for the first time 
this year and was off in the lead from 
the start. 

Harms, Steve Pederson and Geezer 
Emick rode it out all the way with Emick 
running third most of the time. Late laps 
found Emick taking over second but un- 
able to grab the lead, 


Emick Comes Through 


Emick finally won it right at the finish 
line and only led the race the final five 
yards! Harms took second and also the 
point lead by 40 markers going into next 
Friday night’s action. 

The only cinch of the night againcame 
in the Novice class with Keith Mashburn 
and his Yamaha back in action for an- 
other heat race and Main Event win, The 
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Heavy-duty heat race action finds Fred Nix (95) taking over from Paul Conserriere (9y) Gary 
Nixon (1) and Neil Keen (10). Nix (H-D) went on to win his first-ever A scot half-mile feature. 


nation's number one Novice appeared to 
be in top form after a month's layoff 
from half-miling at Ascot.

Who’ll Number One Be?

Bart Markel and Fred Nix used the 
month of September to play catch-up in 
the National Championship point stand- 
ings. They both headed for California at 
the end of August, playing second fiddle 
to Gary Nixon and Cal Rayborn. 

Markel was his usual unbeatable self 
at San Jose but was not first atSalinas — 
which came as a surprise, 

Nix came through as expected to win 
the Sacramento mile and Markel should 
have taken at least a third and more like- 
ly a second had not the engine blown 
halfway through the race. 

With luck, Nix can now take Nixon. 
Markel may have blown the whole affair 
right there on the Sacramento mile, Ray- 
born will have to be content to just try 
and hang onto third place in the final 


. standings. 


Bart did not race at the Oklahoma City 
National last year, a Natl event where 
Nix and Nixon ran first and second, 
Markel will there this year and on the 
basis of past records should be the 
favorite to win, Rayborn finished sixth 
in ‘67 and should do about the same 
this time. 


Ascot 8-Mile Tells The Tale 


This places the Ascot Eight Mile Na- 
tional as the deciding race of the season 
for the Grand National title, First, be- 
cause it is the last race of the year on 
the national circuit. 

Secondly, it is a race where none of 
the front four in the point race are 
favored to win, A most unusual happen- 
ing for a national half-mile, The record 
speaks for itself: In 1967 at Ascot, Markel 
was not entered and Nix, Nixon and Ray- 
born all failed to run fast enough to 
make the final! 

All four should make it this year, 
which means that the point race will be 
decided by who finishes the highest and 
yet does not win,,.a double type national 
all wrapped up intoa single 20 lap feature! 

Perhaps the most important highlight 
of the 10th annual Ascot national is that 
for the first time in all these years a 
BSA is NOT favored to win, Al Gunter, 
Sammy Tanner, Neil Keenand Dan Haaby 
ran through a win string of eight years 
for BSA and Tanner gave Triumph a 
single victory. 

Gunter and Keen are out of the running 
this year. Tanner has not won a main 
event in well over a year and failed even 
to make the show at Sacramento. Haaby, 
the defending Ascot champ, has switched 
from BSA to H-D and is one of the favor- 
ites along with Mel Lacher and longshot, 
Bart Markel. 


Markel Could Do It 

Markel may not realize what he has 
going for him this time, He has tried for 
many years to be the one and only non- 
Californian to win the big 8, He has come 
close on two occasions but has never 
headed West with a better situation. 

Haaby was unbeatable on his new Har- 
ley the first month of the season. Since 
he left and headed East, the machine has 
never run like it did last spring. Dan 
would have to find the right combination 
again to beat Bart or Mertor Melif he is 
going to become the third double winner, 

Lawwill has always run hot and coldat 
Ascot. He looked great in winning the 
Salinas National but it was nota predicted 
win, Mert has only been good for one 
national win per year and ‘68 will prob- 
ably prove to be no different. 

Lacher was the big gunatAscot—after 
Haaby left. Lacher has never won a na- 
tional and smart money never bets any 
rider to win any national until after the 
rider has won at least one. 

That is the type of situation that Markel 
has facing him on Saturday night, October 
12th. Markel can win at Ascot, he has 
before and he will again, He has won just 
about every other half-mile national that 
has ever been offered and some have 
been real frame benders, to say the least. 

It took Ascot ten long years to finally 
hold a national where there is no real hot- 
shot coming in that has to be beaten. 
Lacher has a long list of main event wins 
but they do not include beating the likes of 
Haaby, Lawwill and Markel, 


Watch For Surprises 


Gene Romero and Jimmy Odom should 
surprise a lot of people in the lastnation- 
al of the season. Romero has been running 
hotter and hotter and came super-close 
at Salinas. Odom has never been on any 
half-mile long enough this year to find 
out how good he really is. This problem 
should be cured on the 12th of October, 

Ascot will hold a novice only show the 
night before the national. The question- 
able ‘new ruling eliminating time trials 
the night before a national will jam the 
entire national night into a few short 
hours so it will be up to the new lads to 
carry the load for the many fans that will 
be coming from all over the country to 
see the deciding race of not only the 
season but the entire year. 

A newly added Semi-Main at nationals 
will give Nixon, Nix, Rayborn and Palm- 
gren a second chance, if needed, to get 
into that final and score the points, 
Everthing points to the best and most 
important race of the year,

Evel Knievel has entered an agree- 
ment with Centuri Engineering Co. of 
Phoenix, Ariz. for the design of his Grand 
Canyon Jump Motorcycle, This agree- 
ment covers the construction of two 
separate vehicles - SKYCYCLE X-1 and 
SKYCYCLE X12. 

The X-1 version will strictly be a re- 
search test bed which will be run at 
various drag strips to confirm perfor- 
mance prediction methods and aerodyna- 
mic stability, while at the same time 
stimulating public and sponsorship in- 
terest. A Honda 450 engine will be used 
for power along with two Turbonique 
mono-propellant rockets, which produce 
a total thrust of 820 pounds and will 
greatly boost the acceleration capability 
of the vehicle, 

The Turboniques were chosen because 
of their inherent safety for operation 
before a crowd. The Thermolene mono- 
propellant used in these rockets requires 
a continually arcing spark just to main- 
tain combustion and, as a result, a 
simple electrical switch can be used to 
terminate thrust in the event of any 
impending contro] instability, 

The fuel, oxygen, nitrogen and their 
respective pressure vessels, regulators, 
and valves associated with the Turbo- 
nique rocket systems are complicated 
and heavy (approximately 125 lbs.) when 
compared to a solid propellant rocket of 
equivalent thrust and duration (approxi- 
mately 30 Ibs.), A solid propellant motor, 
however, cannot be turned off at will 
once they are ignited, unless special 
pyrotechnic shaped charges are used to 
blow holes in the sides of the casing 
which, in turn, relieves the internal 
pressure, This technique, of course, also 
presents a safety problem. 

The actual jump bike(SKYCYCLE X-2) 
on the other hand, will use solid pro- 
pellant rockets — but they will be ignited 
only as the vehicle nears the end of the

ramp just before becoming airborne at 
a safe range from any spectators. 

The other basic difference between the 
two versions ís the parachute arrange- 
ments, The X-1 will simply use a 6 foot 
diameter cross-form chute for decelera- 
tion purposes, The X-2 ‘will require a 
standard backpack chute.for Evel, a 64 
foot diameter chute (based on prelimin- 
ary weight estimates) for recovering the 
main portion of the vehicle and a small 
10 foot chute to recover the canopy 
hatch a nd rudder section,

The picture shows one of the early fly- 
ing SKYCYCLE models, which used a 
cluster of two Centuri rocket engines, 
The decision to go to a fully-enclosed 
canopy was subsequently made after pre- 
liminary trajectory analysis showed that 
speeds in excess of 300 mph will be re- 
quired to travel the 1.1 mile distance 
over the Grand Canyon, The rudder and 
canopy are part of a one-piece hatch, 
The reason that the rudder will be eject- 
ed along with the canopy is simply be- 
cause it presents an obstruction as Evel 
leaves the bike. 

Note that the model uses two rods to 
guide it up the ramp and does not have an

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engine-driven wheel, It starts at rest 
(unlike the actual vehicle) at the bottom 
of the ramp and uSes rocket power alone, 

Instead of using a wind tunnel in their 
test program, Centuri simply built vari- 
ous models and flew them on simulated 
trajectories — recovering them by auto- 
matically deployed parachutes. The final 
aerodynamic body will be scaled up in 
fiberglas, If test experience with SKY- 
CYCLE X-1 verifies the stability and 
soundness of the design, then X-2 willbe 
made from the same mold, 

The scheduled completion date for X-1 
(less rocket engines) is mid-December, 
1968, It will then be shipped to Florida 
where Turbonique will install the mono- 
propellant rockets and their associated 
systems. Static firing tests should be 
completed and first public demonstration 
runs made by mid-January,

in the development of the SKYCYCLES 
are: 1) AMT Corporation, Speed and Cus- 
tom Division, 1650 10th Street, Santa 
Monica, Calif.

Division Manager. AMT is building and 
painting the fiberglas bodies and also will 
be responsible for the internalstructural 
frame, 

2) PARANETICS, Inc., 9905 Hayward 
Way, South El Monte, Calif. 91733. Russ 
Wheeler — President and Owner, Para- 
netics will be responsible for sizing and 
manufacturing all parachute systems and 
verifying attachment point strength. 

3) TURBONIQUE, Inc., 20 N, Kent St., 
Orlando, Florida 32806. Clay Middle- 
brooks — President, Turbonique will be 
responsible for rocket unit installation, 
checkout, and test firings on X-1. 

4) SPACE DATA CORPORA TION, 1331 
S. 26th St., Phoenix, Arizona, Stan Wen- 
nerstrom — Vice President, Space Data 
produces the LOKI solid propellant roc- 
ket motors. They weigh only 30 pounds 
and produce 2000 pounds of thrust for 2 
seconds and may be usek on X-2, Space 
Data also will perform the computer 
analysis which will enable Centuri to 
study the trajectories obtained under 
various conditions ‘of vehicle weight, 
aerodynamic drag, ramp-exit velocity, 
ramp angle, rocket thrust force and 
thrust duration, This will enable Knievel 
to then pre-determine the solid rocket 
motor requirements needed to guarantee 
adequate range and altitude for Evel's 
1.1 míle junip.

Another contrast of time is demon- 
strated by the “togetherness” of the 
boardwalk shanty appearance of the 
hitching post days...so near a wide, 
swishing freeway between Los Angeles 
and neon-lighted Las Vegas. 

Walter Knott of well known Knott’s 
Berry Farm. brought Calico back to life 
more than seventeen years ago and later 
deeded it to San Bernardino County, Itis 
now admission-free and considered more 
authentic than many ghost towns.
